Kllauea, the Burning Mountain of Ha- 


waiian. 


The Hawaiians lure passers-by into 


the mystery of the " cyclorama " by the 
sweetest of music. After climbing a 
number of stairs one finally immerges 
upon a large platform built upon a 
high exudatiou of solidified laVa. From 
bore the scene presented to the specta- 
tor is one that holds him spell-bound. 
You cannot realize it is a painting, 
everything seems so real.

It is the volcano house, 
where hundreds of tourists are enter- 
tained annually. The whole mountain 
side around the hotel is covered with 
steaming geysers, which are periodi- 
cally in action.

Those in which oulphur predominates 
are used to furnish water for baths. 
The scene we have just entered ^pon is 
the mountain just at dusk. A full 
moon sheds its radiance on the scene 
of awful beauty. Kilauea, unlike ./Etna 
and Vesuvius, whose craters are on top 
of the mountains, its crater is on the 
side and many feet below the crest of 
Mt. Mona Loa. The walls of the crater 
are from 180 to 500 feet high. It is 
three miles across and nine miles 
around this burning mass. This won- 
derful volcano is constantly in action, 
yet has not overflowed its bank for 
more than one hundred years. Ten 
miles away may be seen the placid Pa- 
cific, idly kissing and caressing the 
feet of Mona Loa, as if to soften in con- 
trast the sheen of its glistening bosom 
to the flery turbulent whirlpool known 
to the natives as 


HALE MAU MAU, 


11 The house of everlasting fire," and 
which is the abode of Pete, the goddess 
of flre. Here dozena of fountains send 
streams of molten metal many feet in 
the air. Hale Mau Mau is a seething 
furnace, dealing death and destruction 
everywhere. Cliffs crumble and melt 
before its mighty wra^h. A high priest 
climbs the cliffs that surround the 
scene and chants an invocation to Pele 
and casts peace offerings of flesh and 
fruit upon the lava flood to appease the 
wrath" and hunger of the goddess of 
flre. A quartet of the islands' sweet 
singers offer to her their sweetest 
hymns, asking protection for their peo- 
ple. As the pale moon sheds its holy 
light upon the scene of awful grandeur 
I stood, lost to earth and companions, 
in contemplation of one of God's mys- 
terious masterpieces, for " in contem- 
plation of created things, by steps we 
may ascend toG-od." 


I was startled from my revere and 


brought back to reality by a blast of 
that teri-ible whistle at Machinery Hall.
